a Soviet representative has sent 
a top-secret report to Moscow ac- 
cusing Chinese Communist leader 
Mao Tse-Tung of fieliberately 
sabotaging Soviet interests in the 
Korean war. 

The Voice broadcast yesterday 
said the report was written by 
Viadimir Rogov, chief correspon- 
dent for the Tass Soviet news 
agency in Peiping. The broad- 
cast said the “top secret report 
cial Soviet eyes.” , 

Rogov was said to have accused 
Mao and his cabinet of “directly, 
actively and deliberately sabo- 
taging Soviet interests in, the 
Korean war.” 

‘Idealogical Deviations.’ 

“The report states,” the Voice 
continued, “that the Korean cam- 
paign of the Chinese Red forces 
had been persistently slowed 
down by ideological deviations in 
Mao’s ‘internal clique’ which re- 
vealed their hostilities toward the 
Soviet Union.”

“Rogov states, of the total Chi- 
nese troops assigned to the Ko- 
rean front, only two-thirds have 
been engaged in fighting,” the 
Voice said. “The remainder had 
been kept in the rear. Rogov in- 
sists ‘that Mao is well aware of 
this order. ... 

‘Plain Sabotage’ Charged. 

“What Rogov failed to take into 
account in Jhis critical comment 
was that any sound military 
strategy calls for some troops to 
be held in reserve else the entire 
army stands to be wiped out. 
But this is exactly what Russia 


wants.... 

“Rogov describes the complete 
helplessness and utter ineffi- 
ciency of the Chinese supply 
services. He brands this situation 
‘plain sabotage.’ 

“Rogov further complained that 
grumblings within China are in- 
creasing steadily. These, he 
writes, can be heard quite openly. 
Rogov warns his Soviet superiors 
that even within the Chinese 
Communist party, opposition to 
the Soviet course is growing. He 
states that there are mutterings 
among the people that the Chi- 
nese armies are fighting in Ko- 
rea merely to protect Soviet in- 
terests. in Manchuria. 

“Further, he says, the Chinese 
are complaining that the Soviets 
seek a weakened Chinese army 
80 as to preclude a potential fu- 
ture enemy—China. 

“As a remedy, Rogov makes a 
strong recommendation that there 
be an all-out purge in China.”

atomic field. In the end it contemplated a 
monopoly over all “dangerous” atomic activities 
to be held by a United Nations agency on which 
Russia would ‘be represented. 

After all that has happened in the last five 
years it is difficult to conceive of the Senate 
ratifying a treaty which turned over title to 
Oak Ridge, Hanford and our other atomic in- 
stallations to an international agency. The Sen- 
ate could dispel this doubt by adopting a reso- 
lution affirming its support of the United States 
plan. Until this happens, it is only fair to recog- 
nize that the U.N. ownership plan not only is 
opposed by Russia, but might in the showdown 
be opposed by the United States. 

On paper, the Russians support the principle 
of U.N. inspection of nationally owned atomic 
plants as a means of checking up on any pact 
for atomic disarmament. In the “friendship” 
resolution adopted by the Presidium of the Su- 
preme Soviet, they reaffirmed in general terms 
the position taken by Foreign Minister Vishin- 
sky before the U.N. Assembly last Oct. 23. 

At that time Mr. Vishinsky said inspection 
should be carried out by a U.N. agency acting 
without veto, which should be “entitled to send 
its inspectors to any place regarding which sus- 
picion may arise.” The U.N. agency, he added, 
should have access to all atomic mines and 
plants; the: right to station observers at such 
plants “to the extent necessary for control over 
the utilization of atomic materials and energy;” 
and the right to demand information from any 
government and to verify that information. 

Whether this is merely a propaganda position 
which would disappear in a fog of nullifying 
conditions when put to the test nobody can 
know, for there has been no serious discussion 
of atomic disarmament since the original dead- 
lock developed. 

If Senator McMahon wants to promote such 
a discussion, his first step should be to find out 
how the Senate stands on the U.N. ownership 
plan. If the Senate is as hesitant to endorse 


ethat plan as we suspect, the next step should 


be to find out from the best scientific circles 
whether a control plan providing for interna- 
tional inspection, but not international’ owner- 
ship, is technically feasible. 

Much has been learned about atomic energy 
since the first bombs were exploded, and an 
inspection plan might now. prove more work- 
able than it seemed four years ago. If the best 
expert counsel thinks it would, then the next 
step would be to initiate discussions designed 
to find out whether the Russians are actually 
ready to support an honest and tight inspection 
plan, or whether they are merely talking mean- 
ingless generalities. 
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Disinterested Advice Needed 
In less than a month the Board of Education 
will return from its summer recess. Though it 
will be faced with a number of problems, per- 
haps none is lil®ly to assume greater propor- 
tions than how te tackle the emergency school 
construction program to be financed by the 
$17,230,000 bond issue. 
* The root of this problem lies in the growing 
inflation that, through no fault of anyone at 911 
Locust street, has made it all but impossible to 
build exactly what was promised the voters 
during the April and May bond issue campaigns. 
Ingenious planning perhaps can cut enough 
out of each of the proposed projects so that all 
eventually may be built. But perhaps it cannot. 
What then? Which school should have priority? 
Which project should wait? Which is;the best 
method of serving the whole community? 


The bond issue itself grew out of a year-long 
study by a disinterested citizens’ group. But 
when its report was in, this organization was 
dissolved. Because this group—the old Citizens’ 
Advisory Committee—was disinterested, its 
recommendation that the community tax itself 
for new schools led a great many people to 
approve the proposal. 

Though the board itself has appointed an out- 
side bond fund supervisory committee to give 
it “technical and practical advice” on what to 
do, no independent group offers a community- 
wide approach to the problem. Surely, in this 
vacuum, the Citizens’ School Improvement Com- 
mittee, among others, might find an area of 
useful community service. 

The improvement committee is headed by 
William ‘Charles, who was chairman of the 
old advisory group. It was formed to enlist 
capable men to seek places on the school board 
and in its first effort elected Charles H. Chris- 
tel, Henry O. Whiteside and Frank L. Wright. 
While waiting for the next election, it might 
profitably study and recommend a solution of 
the building problem. 
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Vetoes Tell a Story 


A governor's ability may be judged not only 
by the-legislation he signs, but by the bills 
which he prevents from becoming law. In either 
respect, Gov. Adlai Stevenson has done remark- 
ably well. His 141 vetoes are a record which 
ilinois can view with gratitude.

There is every reason why a President should 
stand up for “true Americanism” as Mr. Truman 
defined it. But the liberty of the individual, the 
principle of fair play and fair trial, “the right 
of people to say what they think regardless of 
how much we may disagree with them”—these 
things are not and should not be¢ome the prop- 
erty of any party. They should be defended as 
zealously by Republicans as by anybody else. 

Yet the ominous fact is that the leadership of 
Senator McCarthy’s party has not renounced his 
methods and even seems content to encourage 
them. Instead of backing up President Truman's 
definition of “true Americanism,” Senator Taft, 
who has missed many other opportunities to re- 
nounce McCarthyism, calls Mr. Truman “hys- 
terical.” 

We cannot believe that the great majority of 
Republican voters, and the vast number of in- 
dependents who would like to vote for a Repub- 
lican presidential candidate, support McCarthy- 
ism. We think, therefore, that the Republican 
party will make the mistake of a lifetime if it 
permits itself to become the party of McCarthy- 
ism. Unless more of its members join the six 
senators who last year signed Margaret Chase 
Smith's “Declaration of Conscience” against Mc- 
Carthy tactics, Mr. Truman’s shrewd stroke of 
appropriating “true Americanism” to his- own 
party may succeed.

The Housing Vote Reversed 


A public housing program large enough to be 
significant seems assured by the House vote to 
accept the Senate program for 50,000 units to 
be constructed this year. Previously the House 
had put the figure at 5000, which, spread 
around among all the cities with public housing 
plans, would have been the next thing to killing 
the program. By a vote of 206 to 169 the 
House has now accepted a new version of the 
independent offices appropriation bill which still 
retains the Senate’s 50,000-unit limit. 

The decision is particularly important to St. 
Louis because under the Senate program there 
will be an excellent chance of completing the 
4522 homes planned for the DeSoto-Carr low- 
rent public housing project. We hope the St. 
Louis Housing Authority is prepared to go full 
speed ahead. 
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Why a Military Line 

Gen. Ridgway’s explanation of the deadlock 
at Kaesong over @ military demarcation line 
makes it clear that the basic issue is not where 
the line shall be drawn but what kind of line 
it shall be. 

The Communists want it to be a political line 
~—the thirty-eighth parallel. The sole reason for 
locating it there is the political reason that 
this would restore the status quo as it was be- 
fore the Communist aggression. 

The United Nations command, on the other 

hand, insists on a strictly military line, so lo 
cated as to be defensible from both sides. Due 
to the exigencies of geography, part of that line 
would be above the parallel and part below it. 
Yet the U.N. command has strongly indicated 
a willingness to compromise its own proposal 
that the line follow the present battle positions. 
This means that whenever the Communists de- 
cide to accept a military line rather than a 
political one, the way is open for negotiation 
on the details. 
. Gen. Ridgway brought into proper perspec- 
tive the Communists’ military buildup while the 
truce talks have been going on. “We are not ac 
cusing them of bad faith,” he said. Under the 
terms of the ceasefire talks, both sides have 
been free to build up their forces if they wished, 
and each has been free to interfere with the 
other’s buildup if it could. U.N. air and sea 
forces have continued their daily attacks all 
through northern Korea, so that the Communist 
buildup has been achieved under the same con- 
ditions which would have prevailed had no 
cease-fire talks been going on.

Reparations Issue. 


As is usually the case with peace 
treaties, the most difficult prob- 
lem has been that of reparations. 
Japan’s aggression caused tre- 
mendous costs, losses and suffer- 
ing. If the treaty validated all 
of the just claims against Japan, 
Japan would be submerged by 
liabilities of more than 100 billion 
dollars. Under that weight Japan 
would sink into hopeless misery; 
its people would become an easy 
prey to exploitation, and totali- 
tarian demagogues would no 
doubt promise relief through re- 
newed aggression with the help of 
those nearby who are already ag- 
gressive. 

Also, under these conditions, 
the effort of various creditor na- 
tions to get the largest possible 
percentage of an illusory pot of 
gold would spread dissension and 
bitterness as between allies in the 
Pacific and Southeast Asia. Any 
peace treaty which sets loose 
these evil forces would squander 
the opportunity which many died 
to give us. 

On the other hand, we realized 
that the treaty could not ignore 
the principle of reparation for 
damage and suffering caused by 
Japan during the war.

of cinema, a masterpiece of pictorial story- 
telling. 
The keepers of the Production Code with- 
drew their ban last February after the mak- 
ers cut out ten minutes of closeups and 
S profiles of Fagin, as played by Alec Guin- 
ness. Guinness’s extravagant makeup was all 
too faithful to the descriptions of the criminal in the Dickens 
classic and to the Cruikshank drawings, and some Jewish 
organizations charged it promoted anti-Semitism; a showing 
of the film in Berlin had even caused protesting Jews to 
riot. Yet there is no intentional fostering of prejudice in 
the film. Fagin is never identified as a Jew (as he was in 
the book), nor was he before the cutting. The character re- 
mains the same as before the excisions. It is a near-caricature, 
but almost all the characters, following the spirit of the 
author, are enlarged with styled flamboyance until they, too, 
are near-caricatures. 
Lean’s mobile, imaginative camera, against superb light- 
ing and sets, has moved from closeups of evil, unkempt faces 
and crawling rags to sweeping panoramas of the teeming 


slums and vice dens of early nineteenth century London, the . 


degradation of the lower order of life at the time, the mean- 
ness and sordidness of Oliver's early treatment at the work- 
house and in the undertaker’s establishment, to the senti- 
mental picture of shining goodness and ordered comfort at 
the other end of the scale in Mr. Brownlow’s home. Lean 
always keeps a fine story-teller’s grip on his subjects and 
moods; while florid, in keeping with Dickens, his style is 
also vivid, full of tremendous vitality and color. The brutal 
murder of Nancy by the bestial Bill Sikes is handled with 
shocking reality. The chase after Sikes over the rooftops 
by a furious mob and the police, is an intense, surging piece 
of theatrics, rising surely to its horrendous climax. Lean is 
one of the heirs of the D. W. Griffith technique. He uses 
his camera as narrator; the Dickens dialogue points up and 
caps the sequences. 

All the characters are full-blown, but artistically con- 
trolled. Perhaps Guinness Ywho gained his first American 
fame in the play, “The Cocktail Party”) is outstanding. In 
his hands, for all his sly evil and rank dirtiness, the char- 
acter is both understandably human and subtle. One almost 
feels a sneaking liking for the foul old boy. Robert Newton 
pours it on in his savage portrayal of Bill Sikes, but no 
more so than Dickens did in his depiction of the “utterly 
bad” man; Newton's abysmal remorse over the murder is a 
graphic bit of wordless communication.

Word for It

Another film adaptation of an English classic of litera- 
ture, Walt Disney’s Technicolor cartoon version of “ALICE 
IN WONDERLAND,” is at LOEW’S STATE. I don’t suppose 
there ever will be a perfect “Alice” in any other medium than 
the printed page; this one often bears more 
resemblance to Disney and the voices of * 
famous comedians who are some of its char- 
acters than it does to Lewis Carroll. I, 
frankly, am not ome of those devotees enrap- 
tured by the perverse nonsense, the puns, 
double-talk and flouting of the orthodox on 
a nursery scale of “Alice” and “Through the 
Looking Glass.” So I am not going to look askance at Dis- 
ney’s interpretations; they capture the cock-eyed spirit of the 
strange Carroll characters on the surface, at least. 

Sometimes the humor is too elusive or too precious for 
Disney's almost comic strip cartoon style; the sequences have 
allowed him little of the flights into imaginative pictorial , 
action which are his forte. But very often it follows Carroll from the 
very effectively, as in the Tweedledum and Tweedledee (the 
only characters to closely follow the Tenniel drawings), Walrus 
and the Carpenter and the Curious Oysters sequences. It 
even gets a rare special quality of its own in the Caterpillar 
sequence, in which Richard Haydn's unctuous voice plus 
smoke letters from the hookah pipe make the most diverting 
moment of the film for adults. The Mad Hatter’s Tea Party, 
with the Hatter having Ed Wynn's voice and looks, and Jerry 
Colonna supplying the March Hare’s voice, is also pretty 
amusing. The film depiction of Alice, (voice by Kathryn 
Beaumont), as in other Disney human characters, is sugary and 
completely artificial. The songs are weak and tinsely. 

For the information of Alice fans, most of the characters 
are represented; missing are the White Knight and other 
chess people, Humpty-Dumpty, the Gryphon, and the Duchess. 

I am sure that most children will love the film for its 
variegated wealth of quaint characters; whether they will un- 
derstand a lot of it is another matter.

National Folk Camp, which 
runs for three weeks ending Sun- 
day, was established for those 
who enjoy square dancing and 
the folksy music, dancing, arts 
and crafts that have become a 
part of the culture of many 
Americans. The youngsters be- 
came buddies at sight and 10 
minutes after their introductions 
were “jamming up” for their own 
enjoyment.

EHIND movie headlines: 

Now. we can turn back the 

pages to a noisy, gaudy Holly- 
wood of 20 years ago!

A Difficult Lesson

OBODY is so important as oneself. All life is concen- 
Nestea there, measured in terms of personal happiness, 


judged as good or bad according to its benefits to one- 
self. Selfishness is characteristic of humanity and is kept 
within decent bounds only when experience, suffering and 
love of others enlightens the mind and develops the soul. 

It is difficult for a child to be unselfish. He cannot 
be. He must learn that a degree of unselfishness is what 
makes him tolerable to other people, that it is Sharing that 
makes what we have worth while to us. This is a hard lesson 
for any child and we should be very patient while he takes 
his -first stumbling steps in the right direction. We must 
teach by example as well as precept and wait for growth, 
and not impose giving and sharing lest we destroy the very 
thing we long to instill. 

* . * 

A CHILD’S BELONGINGS are part of himself and to 
make him give any part of them is to make him feel torn, 
wounded and betrayed. For example, a 2-year-old child 
earries his favorite toy about the house with him. He wants 
to take it along when he goes on a trip to the shops with his 
mother, or in the car for a drive. If he is forced to leave 
it behind he is likely to protest loudly and, for a while, 
mourn its absence. It is best not to insist that he part from 
his pride and joy but to allow him, whenever possible, to carry 
it along. In time he outgrows his feeling of self-extension 
in the possession, his other interests outweighing it. If it 
is torn from him, given to another, he is likely to hold to 
the idea that he has been injured and betrayed and that 
idea is likely to cause trouble. . 

* * * 

A VERY YOUNG CHILD is likely to object to sharing a 
toy with another. When he is asked to do so, to remember that 
his guest should be given first choice and made welcome to 
whatever he has, and he refuses, it is best to give the guest 
child something he can enjoy but which is not the property 
of the host child. If the suggestion of sharing is made again 
and again, if sharing is the family practice, the child will 
learn. 

Children who feel unsure of their place in the affection 
of the family are likely to hold fast to their possessions be- 
cause they are what adds to their feeling of importance. 
Take them away and they feel their importance is lessened. 
Angry resistance to any suggestion of giving or sharing is 
an indication of this attitude and should be taken as a signal 
for help, for extra show of affection and interest.

OR-+ sheer drama, for whole- 

sale peeling back of deceptive 

camouflage, the New York City 
open hearings were the climax of 
the Senate Committee's crime 
hunt. 

Our final judgment on Ambas- 
sador William O’Dwyer’s official 
conduct when he was Kings Coun- 
ty district attorney and then 
mayor of New York, was this: 

“, » » Neither he nor his ap- 
pointees took any effective action 
against the top echelons of the 
gambling, narcotics, waterfront, 
murder or bookmaking rackets. 
In fact, his actions impeded prom- 
ising investigations of such rack- 
ets.” 

O’Dwyer was questioned close- 
ly in connection with han- 
dling, as district attorney, of the 
wholesale homicide ring known 
as Murder, Inc. A former O’Dwyer 
appointee, Frank C. Bals, one- 
time chief investigator for Dis- 
trict Attorney O’Dwyer and later 
the seventh deputy police com- 
missioner when O’Dwyer was 
mayor, was severely castigated by 
Senator Tobey. 

The controversy was whether 
O’Dwyer and Bals had mishandled 
the case in such a manner as to 
permit Albert (Umberto) Anastas- 
ia, alleged boss of the murder 
ring, to escape prosecution. 

Murder, Inc., which the gang- 
sters themselves called “The 
Combination,” was a tightly run 
crime syndicate which police be- 
lieve was responsible during the 
‘thirties for assassinating be- 
tween 120 and 130 #£=persons 
throughout the country. It has 
been charged publicly that An- 
astasia directed its execution 
branch and that Joe Adonis was 
a top leader. 

The operation of Murder, Inc. 
finally came to light when; 
through confessions of wunder- 
lings, police obtained iron-clad 
evidence against Abe (Kid Twist) 
Reles, who later admitted he ac- 
tually carried out the murders 
under Anastasia’s orders. Reles 
made a deal with O’Dwyer to 
turn informer in exchange for 
leniency. Information he gave 
sent eight men to the chair and 
some 50 others to prison. 

But before Kid Twist could 
testify against Anastasia, who 
was eluding arrest, the informer 
met a mysterious death. Reles 
was under protective custody, not 
in jail, but in the suite of a 
Coney Island hotel. Early one 
morning while supposedly guard- 
ed by six policemen, Reles, ful- 
ly clothed, went out of his hotel

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window and was found dead five 
stories below. Out of the window 
with him went the case 
Anastasia. : 

Bals admitted that Reles was 
so frightened of gang reprisals 
that it was unlikely he intended 
to escape; also that “he was. too 
much of a coward to commit 
suicide.” , 

When Senator Tobey, who later 
declared he believed Reles must 
have been thrown from the win- 
dow, demanded an explanation of 
what had happened, Bals final- 
ly came up with the remarkable 
theory. that -the killer-informer 
must have intended to climb 
down one floor on a knotted bed 
sheet, come in a window and 
then trot back up to “kid around” 
with: his guards, who had fallen 
asleep. 
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VEN O’Dwyer later said he 
F couia not go along with Bals 

on the “peek-a-boo” theory. 

The fact remained that some- 
how, whether through careless- 
ness or design, not only was the 
star witness against Anastasia 
eliminated, but Anastasia himself 
never was apprehended, although 
the committee learned that he 
actually was serving in the United 
States Army—and the fact was no 
secret—during part of the time 
he was supposed to be a fugitive. 

Moreover, another O’Dwyer ap- 
pointee, James Moran, then chief 
clerk of the district attorney's 
office, had caused withdrawal 
from police files of the “wanted 
notice” cards for Anastasia and 
other Murder, Inc., fugitives. 

Anastasia, who entered this 
country by illegally jumping ship, 
now is a partner in a prosperous 
dress manufacturing business in 
Hazelton, Pa., and lives in a 
$65,000 home in New Jersey. He 
replied, “I don’t remember” when 
we asked him to name any occu- 
pation he had engaged in be- 
tween 1919 and 1942. 

As for Joe Adonis, the com- 
mittee found him one of the 
toughest, most contemptuous of 
all the racketeers we questioned. 
Like others, Adonis knew all the 
big boys of crime, and followed 
the gangster circuit of Miami in 
the winter, Hot Springs (“for d’ 
bat’s,” he told us) in the spring.
